With the migrating habit once started, who knows where it 
will end? 
Talk about the vanishing ''saturation point’ of auto 
mobiles! What is the saturation point of family residences? 


N o Fun On The Farm 


The most depressing thing about farm life, says an observant 
school superintendent, is not the financial situation but the social 
situation. 
It need not be so bad as it is. “Many a youth lives in a very 
Eden w ithout knowing it.” County people, he declares, do not seem 
to know how to play. 
Their greatest poverty is “recreational 
poverty.’’ The children lack normal play, the young people lack 
social contacts and interesting, wholesome amusement. 
There is 
no leisure program for the adults. 
So the country youths, he argues, must be taught to play. 
They must also be taught appreciation of nature and appreciation 
of good literature. 
Social enjoyments, literary enjoyments, out­ 
door enjoyments, all are within their reach. 
There is much truth, undoubtedly, in this view. It has not 
always been so. 
Life need not be all labor, surely, even for a 
farmer. If the mental and social horizon can be widedened, there 
will be less farm discontent and less drift to the cities.

For more than a century at­ 
tem pts had been made to organise to 
purchase foodstuffs and to encourage 
savings. 
The H er etic a l Society was 
formed in 1761 and the Society for the 
Development and Encouragem ent of 
Public W elfare in 1777. 
From 1846 
to I860 a num ber of societies were 
formed by nell to-do citizens to supply 
corn and bread to the poor at low 
prices, and the m ost important of 
these also featured a savings bank 
and sick benefit fund. 
Thus the way had been paved for 
tilt' Genera! Cooperative Society when 
the need for it arose in 1866. 
It was 
modeled after the Rochdale Society, 
the famous Knglish cooperative. 
Mom. 
bership w as open to all classes of the 
people and earnings w ere distributed 
to members in proportion to their pat­ 
ronage- -dividends 
upon 
the 
money 
spent rather than the m oney invested 
with the Society—after settin g aside 
each year lo per cent for a reserve 
fund. 
Growth Both Rapid and Sound. 
The Society started business with 
one store and a m em bership of 212. 
By the end of 1866 three m ore stores 
and a bakery had been added, the 
membership was 555, and the annual 
turnover 
was 
181,021 
francs. 
Ten 
years later there w ere la stores and 


2333 m em bers and the volum e of busi­ 
ness had grown proportionately. 
The greatest gain w as m ade during 
the period from 1886 to 1006, when 
the num ber of stores increased from 
20 to 87, the num ber of m em bers from 
5412 to 28.538, and the annual turn 
over from 2,347,233 francs to 16,408,008 
francs. Last year th ere were 188 stores 
with 43,158 m em bers, the volumes of 
business w as in excess of 53,000,000 
francs, an 8 p< r cent dividend was 
paid, and the reserve fund was 3,214,- 
785 francs. 
T h e s e 'francs, by the w a y , 
are all of a par value of 10.3 cents. 
Opposition from retail dealers and 
dissension within the ran k s of the 
m em bers m ade vile early years of the 
Society difficult, it is stated, but a re­ 
organization in 1869 resulted in rapid 
expansion and since 1885 the history 
of tho organization has been one of 
u ninterrupted progress. 
Of the retail establishm ents owned 
and operated by th e Society last year, 
140 were grocery stores, 34 were butch­ 
er shops, IO w ere shoo store®, I w as a 
dep artm en t store, and 3 w ere devoted 
to household furnishings. 
Real estate 
owned was valued at alm ost 13,000,000. 
The larg est item in the turnover 
last 
}ear was groceries, $2,742,530. 
Dairy products sold am ounted to $2,- 
351,180, while the butcher shops did 
a business of $1,829,633. 
Incidentally, 
it may be pointed out, the Society did 
a business of almost three-fourths of a 
million dollars in Avine and beer. 
Sev­ 
enty per cent of the total sales were 
m ade to members'' and the rem ainder 
to non-m em bers who are encouraged to 
patronize the stores. N et earnings for 
the year am ounted to 
$813,821, of

The 
associations handling eggs sold more 
th an 90,000,000 dozens, 68 per cent of 
this volume of business bem g done by 
34 associations located in the Pacific 
Coast States. 
A single California co­ 
operative handled 28 per cent of the 
total quantity, while one in the State 
of W ashington bandied 24 per cent of 
th e total. 
Missouri w ith 9 coo pi r- 
alives handled about 20 per cent of 
the total quantity of eggs m arketed. 
Success in the coopt r a t h e market- 
ing of cotton is shown in the ret Ord 
m ade by the N orth Carolina Associa­ 
tion which on Septem ber I will distrih 
ate almost $500,000 of its reserve fun-, 
am ong its m em bers. This reserve rep­ 
resen ts I per cen t deductions from the 
sales value of th e 1923, 1924 and 1925 
crepe m ark eted through the associa­ 
tion.

One of the new est cooperatives is 
a n ae1 o< • int ion recently form ed in th- 
S tate of W ashington for the m arketing 
of honey. B eekeepers of two counties 
have been enrolled and it is expected 
that the association will begin business 
with approxim ately 400 tons of honey 
to m arket. 
T hat amount of honey, it 
is estim ated, will suffice for about 
75,000,000 biscuits.

Files Annual Report 


Financial Statement is 
Submitted to County 
Auditor Elmer E. Walk­ 


e r — Expenditures for 
Fiscal Year Placed at 
$1,291,350.48. 


More than one million dollars was 
spent in Columbiana county during the 
fiscal year extending from July I, 1926 
to June 30, last for education. The ex­ 
act expenditure was $1,291,350.48. 
At the opening of the present fiscal 
year the various school districts had 
a balance on hand totaling $169,617.82. 
The official financial statem ent of 
the county board of education filed 
with County Auditor Elm er E. W alker 
shows the educational section spent 
$14,554.70 during the last fiscal year, 
and th at the balance on hand as of 
July I, last was $193.99. 
W hen the fiscal year began last year 
the county board had a balance on 
band of $1,331.32, and during the year 
last past it received a credit of $4,086- 
.12 from the state and $7,874 from the 
various school districts. Examination 
fees brought in $114.50 and from the 
surplus dog tax $1,342. 
75 was added 
to the county school fund. The total 
receipts of this board for the last fis­ 
cal year hau been placed a t $14,748.69. 
More money was spent for educa­ 
tional purposes In E ast Liverpool than 
in any other of the larger school dis­ 
tricts during the last fiscal year, the 
recording showing an expenditure of 
$344,770.98. 
The balance on hand in 
this district June 30th last w as $9,- 
484.80 and the property valuation of

been placed at $34,800,360. 
Second place is held by Salem, 
where $195,067.15 was spent in educa­ 
tional work, and the total balances in 
the hands of the clerk of the board 
at the close of the fiscal year was 
$39,251.45. 
The tax valuation of the Salem 
school district has been placed at 
$20,092,450. 
W ellsville takes third place in this 
record with the expenditure of $124,- 
068.62, and the board of education 
there had a cash balance on hand as 
of June 30, last of $42,308.58. The to­ 
tal tax valuation of the W ellsville 
school district as revealed by the offi­ 
cial reports is placed at $9,916,910. 
E ast Palestine takes fourth place 
among the cities, with a total expendi­ 
ture for educational work of $97,328.33 
and its record shows a cash balance in 
the hands of the clerk of the board as 
of June 30 last of $3,333.73. 
The tax 
valuation of the East Palestine district 
is $7,131,950. 
For the 12 villages in the county, 
which includes Bayard, Columbiana, 
E ast Rochester, Kensington, Lisbon, 
Leetonia, New W aterford, Negley, Rog­ 
ers, Salineville, Summitville and W ash. 
ingtonville there was $260,393.42 spent 
for educational work, and these vari­ 
ous school districts had a total cash 
balance on hand as of June 30 of $30,- 
671.20. 
In this group of school dis­ 
tricts, Leetonia had more cash on hand 
a t the close of the fiscal year than 
any of the others, the report showing 
$10,411.59 in bank. 
New W aterford 
report shows a cash balance of $133.40 
on hand as of June 30. 
In this same group, the tax valuation 
of the Lisbon school district stands 
highest at $5,204,720 and the low re ­ 
cord is held by the Rogers school dis­
